Durinc the congressional investigation conducted by 
the so-called Stanley Committee into the conditions 
among the New England manufacturers, 

Leaks That relating to labor and wage questions, it 
Are Difficult 1; brought out that certain manufac- 

adie turers had no difficulty in ascertaining 
within a few hours when one of their competitors had 
made a special “confidential” price to get a contract. 

There was a “leak,” as we put it. 

And leaks are by no means of uncommon occur- 
rence. In fact it is almost an exception when a piece 
of “confidential” information does not in some way 
reach the ears of some person who would be among 
the very last to hear about it, if the man who imparted 
the information had his way. 

A salesmanager, for instance, gathers his sales force 
in his office, outlines a campaign to attain a certain 
ohject which involves certain moves to be made befor: 
his competitors should know that the campaign is on. 
He makes a point of emphasizing the necessity for 
secrecy, stating that the information given must be 
held confidential, and the men disperse. Within a short 
time competitors are “next,” and the plan worked out 
by the salesmanager is interfered with. 

How did it happen? 

Possibly by a crooked employe who gave away the 
secrets of the house. But in the great majority of 
cases the leak occurred as the result of mere care- 
lessness, thoughtlessness, big headedness, on the part 
of some one who would “never for the world think of 
betraying his house.” 

Here are some of the ways in which these leaks 
come about: 

One of the men who were present at the conference 
is anxious to be on good terms with the pretty sten- 
ographer in the office ‘and “supposing that she natur- 
ally knows all about it anyway, being the private sten- 
ographer of the manager,” he discusses the matter 
with her. Not knowing that it was a confidential affair, 
she tells it to a friend and the story is out. 

Or going down in the elevator, or while eating 
lunch, the men carelessly talk about what happened 
at the conference. Somebody—entirely innocent— 
overhears the conversation and knowing that a com- 
petitor is interested in “something of that sort,” 
‘phones him or drops in to tell him about it—with 
the result that often the same day one of his com- 
petitors is able to forestall the action mapped out. 

Or one of these self-important fellows gets on the 
train returning to his territory. After dinner he is 
“feeling good,” and gets into conversation with some- 
body in the smoking compartment. To impress the 
new-found or old friend with his importance he pro- 


ceeds’ to tell how he had been called in from his ter- 
ritory to confer with the “head of the house” on a 
very important matter—and before he realizes it he 
has “blabbed out” the whole story. Then some quiet 
listener drops off at the next stop and sends a wire, 
and Mr. Salesmanager wonders how this leak is known 
in a territory which none of his men have yet reached. 

Or, again to impress a customer with his import- 
ance, the salesman tells him, before the announce- 
ment is published. The customer sees no reason why 
he shouldn’t “put Smith next,” Smith being the repre- 
sentative of a competitor, and who happens along a 
little later. 

So, in spite of all the manager said, in spite of. his 
injunction to keep this matter absolutely quiet, so as 
to get everything in smooth working order to spring a 
coup—in spite of all this, competitors are informed, 
often before even one move has been made, and are 
thus able to checkmate the campaign. 

In this connection it is a curious fact that in prac- 
tically every instance suspicion for breaking the con- 
fidence is fastened on some entirely innocent person. 
Very often the report is traced to points where the 
guilty person was not present, as for instance in the 
case of the traveling man on the train, and so long 
as nothing definite is known, guessing is put to work, 
with the result that blame is placed on someone who 
was entirely without fault. 

Confidence betrayed, however, always brings its just 
punishment—sooner or later. A person who cannot 
keep a secret is sure to be found out, and when once 
it is known that he is not to be depended upon, he 
will not only lose his opportunity to betray more con- 
fidences, but he will find it extremely difficult to secure 
any but the most commonplace position. 








THERE is a certain class of people who make it their 
business to try to reap where they have not sown. 
A manufacturer will spend years of

market, back it with his reputation, tell the consumer 
through newspapers and magazine advertising of its 
merits, build up a demand for it—both from the con- 
sumer and from the retailer.

And right on his heels will come the “private brand” 
jackal. He takes the patented, trade-marked, adver- 
tised, standardized article, for which the manufacturer 
has created a demand. He examines it carefully and 
then has a similar one made, enough different to pro- 
tect him against suit for infringement of patent, but 
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enough alike to make it possible to pass it off as “just 
as good,” “practically the same article.” 

If he confined his “private brand” to specalities 
the evil would possibly not be so great, but he makes 
it cover an entire line—staples and specialties alike— 
with the result that manufacturers who have been 
making staple articles for so long that their product 
has earned a reputation are forced to compete with a 
private brand which may or may not have any merit 
to it. 

Take hardware, for instance. The hardware made 
by manufacturers whose name for years have 
stood for the very highest quality. Articles no 
longer being protected by patent, are being imitated. 
in design and appearance, and the imitations sold with- 
out molestation under “private brands.” 

The “private brand” exploiter does not take any 
risk. He has made little or no investment in time or 
money in “perfecting” his article. All that was done 
by the original manufacturer. The only thing he has 
to do is to trade on the popularity of the trade- 
marked article. 

But what about the dealer who buys the “private 
brand”? 

Where does he stand? 

Possibly he may be able to buy it a lower price than 
he would have to pay for the trademarked, standard 
article. 

sut that is only one side of the proposition. 

No sale is completed until the ultimate customer is 
satisfied. 

If the trademarked, standard article turns out 
wrong, the retailer has the manufacturer to fall back 
on for the latter “guarantees” the article to the con- 
sumer in his advertising, and thus there can be no 
catise for bad feeling or loss, either with the consumer 
or the dealer. 

But when the “private brand” fails to give satisfac- 
tory service, it is the retailer who must take the blame, 
even if he may be able to pass the loss to the firm from 
which he bought the article, and this is the worst 
feature of the whole proposition, for only when the 
customers have implicit faith in the reliability and 
good judgment of their local retail dealer, can he 
expect or hope to build up a prosperous business. 

We know of numerous instances where retail deal- 
ers have grown in the favor of their local trade be- 
cause they featured standard, trademarked lines of 
hardware. 








The average man is prone to blame somebody else 
if his plans go wrong. Usually he figures that his 
share of the work was done right, but 
that somebody else failed to “make 
good.” 

It is the same way with many hard- 
ware dealers. They claim that money spent for adver- 
tising in the local newspaper brings them little or no 
returns, but instead of looking for the cause at home 
they find fault with the newspaper. “It hasn’t suf- 
ficient circulation, It isn’t read. The ad isn’t placed 
next to reading matter’—anything but an admission 
that possibly the advertisement wss poorly written, or

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that it didn’t advertise anything, or that it ¢ |)’ 
advertise seasonable goods. 

And yet, if you will look through the avi age 
newspaper in country towns, it is a safe bet, ‘ha 
only one out of every four socalled advertisen;; 
contains any information or offer, which is like! to 
induce the reader to go to the stores represente: }y 
these socalled advertisements. 

For instance, look at this: 

‘We have just received a large stock of stoves ind 
ranges, which are offered at very attractive prices 

What is there to make a woman decide that <he 
wants a new stove, or to induce her to come to the 
store in question? 

It might be claimed that this socalled advertisement 
does put it into her mind to buy a stove and that the 
suggestion of the attractive prices ought to induce her 
to at least come in and see what the new stoves look 
like. 

But the fact is that the women don’t come, and the 
reason is that there is nothing definite or distinct in 
the socalled advertisement, for practically the same 
thing is “advertised” by three or four other stores. 

If the hardware dealer had mentioned and de- 
scribed a few of the stoves—had told how handsome 
they were, how economical in fuel they were, how 
fine they would bake, how reasonable the prices were. 
then he might have had some reason for claiming that 
the newspaper didn’t bring returns. 

But he failed to do any of these things—and that 
was why his “advertisement’’ failed to produce cus. 
tomers and sales. 

But the fact that no customers come is sufficient 
proof to him that “advertising doesn’t pay,” and so 
the next time the newspaper man comes around the 
hardware dealer tells him that he guesses he “can’t 
give him anything this week.” 

He looks upon the money spent with the newspaper 
as so much money “given” away. 

As a matter of fact. it is thrown away. And the 
reason why it is thrown away, is that the retailer 
spent his money, without doing anything to make tie 
advertising space which he bought bring him any 
returns. 

The first step the retailer must take if he is to get 
anything for the money paid to publisher, is to get 
away from the idea that the newspaper is an eleemosy- 
nary institution, and that it should be “supported” for 
the general ‘good of the cause.” 

The local newspaper is no more of an eleemosynary 
institution than the local retail store. Both are there 
for a specific purpose, and after all is said and done. 
the local newspaper often fills its place with more 
credit to its publisher than does the local store to its 
owner. 

The local newspaper is as much entitled to your 
patronage, as you are entitled to the trade which you 
claim “belongs” to you. It is in position to render you 
a useful service, and if you fail to make use of the 
opportunity presented—fail to make the proper use 
of it—the fault is with you, and not with anyone else. 

Use the advertising columns of your local paper— 
use them in the proper way—and you will find your 
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investment a profitable one—and the better use you 
make of the space you buy the greater will be your 
returns, in the shape of increased sales and larger 


profits.

A. VERE MARTIN. 








As noted in the foregoing, Mr. Martin became a 
traveling salesman in 1879 and for sixteen years con- 
tinued “on the road,” the last twelve of which took 
him from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from Canada 
to the Gulf. 

In 1895 he decided to séttle down and established 
himself as a hardware manufacturers’ agent in Chi- 
cago, where he has been located ever since and is 
known to practically every one interested in the hard- 
ware business, and esteemed and loved by every one 
who knows him. 

In addition to his agency work he has for a num- 
ber of years been interested in The Martcross Com- 
pany, manufacturing a number of hardware special- 
ties which are today sold not only in the United States 
but also in many foreign coun- 
tries, 

When the Hardware Club of 
Chicago was formed, during the 
fall of 1913, Mr. Martin was 
one of the leading forces in the 
movement, and was elected a 
member of the Board of Govern- 
ors, besides being appointed 
chairman of the membership 
committee. It is due to him in 
a very large measure that the 
Club today must be classed as 
one of the real live trade organ- 
izations of Chicago, both as to 
growth of members and as to 
work performed and _ interest 
kept up by the members. 

As a recognition of his splen- 
did work, Mr. Martin was elect- 
ed president of the Club on 
Tuesday, October 6th, at the 
meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, subsequent to the annual election of the Board.

RUDOLPH J. SCHWAB. 





One of the characteristics of the four-legged badger 
is that he “sticks” to his job. Once he gets his teeth 
well set in the neck or leg of a dog, usually it is the 
end of the dog, or at least of the leg. 

All the “Badgers,” or Wisconsinites may not have 
the same characteristics, but when a man has been en- 
gaged in the foundry business for well nigh fifty years 
he may well be credited with this praiseworthy trait— 
and that is the record of Rudolph J. Schwab, the 
founder of the R. J. Schwab and Sons’ Company, 
makers of “Gilt Edge’ Warm Air Heaters. 

Rudolph J. was born August 5, 1850, in the city of 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin, and after the usual training in 
the public and parochial schools took a course in the 
local commercial college, but in December, 1864— 
December 12, to be exact—he 
began the career which he has 
thus followed for nearly fifty 
years, securing a position with 
the Beckwith and McMillan 
Company, who operated a foun- 
dry in Oshkosh. 

He learned quickly and ‘in 
1868 while he was employed in 
a foundry at Delton, Sauk 
County, Wisconsin, the old melt- 
er died, so he stepped into the 
emergency, becoming foreman 
and taking charge of the work— 
and made good, though only 
eighteen years old. 

In the meantime he had seen 
some of the world, for one night 
he took French leave from his 
parents’ home in Oshkosh, got 
on a boat and traveled as cook 
down the canal to Portage and 
down the Wisconsin and Missis- 
sippi rivers. All he took along was a cook book and 
a fiddle. He intended to be gone only three weeks, but 
when he found that he couldn’t get back in time he 
concluded to make it three years. Part of this period 
he worked for the Bridge and Beach Stove Company 
in St. Louis, Missouri, as an expert molder and made 
$7.00 a day. 

In 1876 he helped establish the Excelsior Manufac- 
turing Company, later known as the Novelty Manu- 
facturing Company, at Clinton and Park Streets, Mil- 
waukee, which location forms a part of the present 
site of the R. J. Schwab and Sons Company’s plant. 

In 1879 he entered the warm air heating business, 
manufacturing a combination cast iron and sheet 
metal warm air heater. Some of these are still in use, 
as calls for repairs for the 28-inch radiator, which is 





a part of this warm air heater, continue to come in. 
Two years later, in 1881, he formed the firm of 
Schwab and Sercomb, under which name the business 
was conducted for twenty years, after which, in 1891, 
the enterprise was incorporated under its present 
name. 

A rather prosaic life, some will say, but to listen to 
Mr. Schwab, he has had a great deal of joy and happi- 
ness in his experience. 

He has shown that when opportunity offered him 
a chance he was there ready to take it, because he 
“knew” what to do, and therein he is quite different 
from those who complain that they have no chance. 
How many boys, or—‘“young men” should we say— 
would be able today to step into the shoes of a melter 
foreman and “make good” at the 
age of eighteen? 

Sometimes Mr. Schwab wil! 
say that when he has celebrated 
his fiftieth anniversary in the 
foundry business—which event 
will occur on December 12, 1914 
—he is going to retire, but those 
who know him best rather doubt 
it, for rugged and strong as he 
is, and liking work as he does, 
they see little likelyhood of his 
retirement for many years, nor 
can they see any reason for his 
doing so, for he certainly does 
enjoy having a share in the ac- 
tivities around the great plant 
which he has developed from the 
ground up. 

When former president Roose- 
velt was in Milwaukee some 
years ago, it is said that he ex- 
pressed his great delight over 
the fact that in this city of Schlitz and “Blue Ribbon” 
other enterprises prospered, and that he had _ for- 
merly been under the impression that everybody in 
Milwaukee was engaged in some branch of the brew- 
ing industry, but when he was informed that one of 
the city’s most prominent manufacturers, Rudolph J. 
Schwab, was also the father of eight children who are 
all alive, his famous smile is reported to have been 
even broader than when he was elected president of 
the United States. 

As a descendant from the Teutons, Mr. Schwab is 
a great exponent of “Home Life,” and next to keep- 
ing in touch with everything that pertains to the man- 
agement and operation of his great enterprise, there is 
nothing that he enjoys like a quiet evening at home, 
with his happy family around him.

LARGE QUANTITIES OF SMALL STOVES FOR 
ARMY TENTS WILL BE NEEDED 
IN EUROPE. 





There appears to be a concensus of opinion that the 
war in Europe is going to be a long one. Judging 
from the contracts for blankets, harness, saddles, 
horse shoes, and other kinds of military equipment, 
together with the time set for delivery, there seems 
to be good reasons for this idea. 

This will mean that the great armies will be in 
camp during the winter, and European winters are 
noted for plenty of snow and cold weather. 

In view of these circumstances there should be a 
tremendous demand for small iron stoves to heat the 
tents, either made of sheet iron or of cast iron, and 
it should be worth while for manufacturers of such 
stoves to investigate this matter and to follow it up. 
European factories will not be able to make these 
stoves in sufficient quantities, so if the demand is 
going to be filled, by far the larger part of the supply 
must come from the United States.

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Bad Policy to Establish Stores to 
Satisfy Spite

There is an old proverb that runs something like 
this: “It is bad policy to bite off your nose to spite 
your face.” The man who 
first thought that out was 
wise in his generation, but 
there are lots of business 
men who haven't reached 
his degree of common 
sense. They will do things 
which if they had given the 
matter mature considera- 
tion they never would have 
allowed to happen, but 
very often they fail to see 
the foolishness of their move until it is too late—all 
to satisfy a grudge or to vent their spite on somebody. 

I am reminded of this by a transaction which re- 
cently took place here in Chicago, and which was the 
wind-up of one of these pieces of spite work. 

Some years ago a dealer, whom we will call Jones, 
decided to go out of business and disposed of his stock 
to a competitor, here to be called Smith. One of the 
houses which had supplied some of the stock to Jones 
solicited a continuance of the business relations from 
Smith while the stock was being moved to his store, 
but owing to the fact that Smith already was fairly 
well stocked up, and was in position to buy certain lines 
as cheaply as the house, as well as because of the nec- 
essary confusion incident to the removal, this house 
did not get an order, although Smith was favorably 
inclined toward some of its goods. Within a very 
short time after the transfer had taken place the house 
decided to establish a retail store in the same neigh- 
borhood where Smithdid business. Fine fixtures were 
put in at an expense of about $1,700.00, but owing to 
unfamiliarity with conditions the location for the store 
was poorly chosen, and after some time another store 
was leased for a term of year at a very high rental and 
the stock moved from Lake street to State street. 

The move, however, failed to improve business and 
last August the house which in the short space of three 
years had taken a direct loss of $25,000.00, trying to 
“kill off” the business of Smith, decided that it had 
had enough of the game—and now comes a rea! funny 
part of the story: 

When the owners concluded to quit they went to 
Smith and asked him to help them out. They knew 
that much of the stock of the State street store would 
not be suitable for their stores in the East, and so they 
asked Smith to do them a good turn and see what he 
could do with the stock. 

Like the good natured fellow Smith was he agreed 
to help them out and did succeed in disposing of a con- 
siderable share. It so happened that a hardware dealer 
in a local suburb of Chicago burned out and the 
fixtures were bought by him—not for $1.700.00, how- 





ever, but for $300.00, although they were only three 
years old. 

A portion of the stock was sold at a loss of 40 per 
cent of the invoice price, for $1,500.00, to this same 
dealer. 

So that bit of nettledness on the part of the Eastern 
concern cost them at least $25,000.00—quite a price 
to satisfy a desire to vent your spite, isn’t it? 

This is by no means a singular case, for it was the 
regular policy during the regime of a certain man in 
one of the great wholesale hardware houses—who by 
the way, made an attempt to shine as a trade paper 
editor—that if this particular house did not succeed in 
establishing business connections with any of the reg- 
ular hardware dealers in a town special efforts would 
be made and special inducements offered to dry goods, 
jewelry, drug and other stores to persuade them to 
open so-called hardware departments, possibly begin- 
ning with a cutlery department or some other special 
line. 

Occasions are on record where hardware dealers 
who had been importuned to buy from this wholesale 
house were actually told that unless they became cus- 
tomers, stocks would be placed in stores handling other 
lines, or a new hardware store started. It is hardly 
necessary to say that in most cases the attempt to thus 
“sandbag” the established dealer did not succeed, but 
the net result was that a good many “general’”’ stores 
went into the hardware business—usually to their sor- 
row. 

It is only fair to state that under the management 
which now is in charge of this house such methods are 
not in vogue. 

Right here let me say, that I firmly believe that the 
manufacturer who goes in for the operation of retail 
stores in order to secure a larger outlet for his product 
is engaged in a very poor sort of business, for he 
thereby enters into active competition with the very 
men from whom he seeks trade, and surely he has no 
right to expect them to look favorably upon his propo- 
sition, when he comes to them to sell his goods. 

With all the scheming and all the talking about the 
middleman being unnecessary nobody has as yet found 
any method by which a steady supply will flow at a 
reasonably staple cost from the maker to the consumer, 
with less expense to the consumer. All the attempts 
to abolish the retailer or the wholesaler, or to prove 
him a useless member of the commercial body have 
fallen flat. 

3ut I am not going to say any more about this par- 
ticular matter just now. It is such a big problem— 
that of economic distribution—that it will require con- 
siderably more than one page of AMERICAN APRSISAN 
to treat it properly. 

Going back to the “spite” case—here is another fea- 
ture which I am sure many hardware dealers will 
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recognize: One day I was visiting in a small country 
town, and to my astonishment I found two combina- 
tion hardware and furniture stores, although the trad- 
ing territory did not appear large enough to support 
profitably two stocks of a size sufficient to give proper 
service to the community. 

When I asked how this came about, I found that a 
few years ago there was an exclusive hardware and an 
exclusive furniture store in the town. For some rea- 
son, the furniture dealer put in a stock of hardware, 
and to “get even,” the hardware dealer added furni- 
ture—with the result that neither store did enough 
business to produce a fair profit on its investment. 

Spite is a mighty poor reason for doing anything— 
least of all should it be the reason for opening a com- 
petitive store.

BUY=A-BALE-OF-COTTON MOVEMENT 
NATIONAL IN SCOPE. 


The movement started a short time ago in the 
South, to have every business man who was able bu) 
a bale of cotton and as many more as he could, has 
taken on a national aspect. In almost every city of 
any size there are now on exhibition bales of cotton 
which have been bought to further the movement and 
thus relieve the situation in the Southern states whose 
principal crop is cotton. 

The following letter from Clayton T. Tullis of the 
Tullis Hardware Company, Montgomery, Alabama, 
explains in detail the purpose of the plan,—and also 
shows the importance of the cotton crop as compared 
with the exports of foodstuffs from this country : 


BUY A BALE OF COTTON, 


The total exports of foodstuffs for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30th, 1914, was $176,000,000 in round figures. Bear 
in mind that this includes all foodstuffs to all countries. Th: 
exports of cotton (not including cotton seed products 
amounted to $514,000,000. 

Think these figures over and let them soak in good and 
then tell us where the United States will get their balance 
of trade unless cotton is exported and exported at a fair price. 

There has been started in the South a “Buy a Bale ot 
Cotton” movement. It was started by Southern people and 
it was only intended as a scheme to ask every individual 
who could possibly do so, to buy a bale of cotton and hold 
it for 10 cents or more. However, the whole country has 
taken the matter up and the newspapers have had strong 
editorials advocating that all sections of the United State: 
do this not to help the South alone, but to help the entire 
country. 

There are well organized committees in each town in 
the South who have the matter in charge. The scheme be- 
ing that the bale of cotton must be bought direct from the 
farmer and not from the middleman or some speculator. 

Please understand that we would not have you do this 
because we request it, nor would we have you do it for po!- 
icy’s sake under any circumstances. We haven't any to sell 
and if we did have the committee would not allow us to sel! 
it. If you do this at all, do it for one of two reasons. The 
first reason that should prompt you would be that it is your 
patriotic duty to the entire country and not to the South 
alone. If you buy a bale of cotton at 10 cents, there is a 
chance that you might make something on it. This should 
be the other reason. 

Think it over, it is up to you.

“One thing at a time, and that properly carried out” 
is a good axiom, which can be very generally applied. 
A good salesman will endeavor to keep the interest of 
his customer centered on one article while he demon- 
strates its special points, and will not allow a chance 
for his customer to alternate his interest from one 
article to another. Similarly in his window display, 
the dealer has to pay special attention, so that the 
goods displayed will not in any way confuse the on- 
lookers. There is much to recommend ind:vidual 
window displays which feature ome article with all its 
points, however, when special care is taken not to 
overcrowd, varied lines can be shown to good advant-

The center picture in the background was drawn by 
hand and is to portray the ease which attends shaving 
with a “Gem, Jr.,” even when being annoyed by a

The center line, “Sporting Goods,” shows up with 
prominence and the description following gives a nice 
variety of lines for sale with a just enough supply of 
words. 

The whole effect of the advertisement may be com- 
mended upon very favorably as it presents a very 
clean and decided appearance and is not crowded. 

It would perhaps have been well to give a more 
definite address, unless both of the streets’ names are 
short ones, but the utter absence of specific prices has 
a tendency to weaken the value of the advertisement.

The advertisement of the Noyes & Nutter Manu- 
facturing Company, reproduced herewith, occupied a 
three and one-half inch double column space, in the 
Bangor, Maine, Commercial. 

Although the writer had a wealth of material at 
his disposal, with which to produce an advertisement 


of one hundred per cent efficiency, he was apparently 
satisfied with the ad shown, 

The cut of the King Kineo range is a good one and 
no doubt attracted quite a little attention to the ad. 

In order to produce a business getting advertise- 
ment, that is full of punch, the advertising trinity— 
quality, price and location—must be constantly borne 
in mind and introduced in the wording of the ad. 

This ad contains only one of the good points—exact 
location. Quality and price seem to be a minus quantity 
and the display is confined to the cut of the range 
and location of the advertiser. 

The matter contained in the body of the ad forms 
a general statement that can be used by practically 
any advertiser of ranges. The remark that perfect 
workmanship and material go a long way toward 
making an even baking range does not apply specific- 
ally to the King Kineo Range. 

The absence of a suitable heading is a serious detri- 
ment to the pulling power of this ad.

COURSES IN HEATING AND VENTILATING 
SCIENCE TO BE GIVEN BY UNIVERSITY . 
OF LONDON, ENGLAND. 





The University of London, England, on October 13, 
1914, will start a series of lectures, laboratory demon- 
strations and courses in drawing of plans for the heat- 
ing and ventilating of large buildings, under the super- 
vision of its Faculty of Engineering. Mr. A. H. 
Barker is in charge of the Heating and Ventilating 
Section of the faculty and is well known to the read- 
ers of AMERICAN ARTISAN through the many instruct- 
ive papers which from time to time have been pub- 
lished in this department. 

From the prospectus-or “Syllabus” issued by the 
University of London the following excerpts are 
taken: ~ 

This course is intended for students having a sound 
elementary knowledge of mathematical science, and 
intending to specialize in the practice of heating and 
ventilation. 

The full course comprises: 

A preliminary public lecture on “Some possible fu- 
ture developments in ventilation,’ Tuesday, October 
13th, at 5 p. m. 

Z1.—Course of lectures and laboratory instruction 
on the detail of the subject. The subjects dea!t with 
will include the following: Properties of air, water} 
and steam; Theory—of heat, conduction, radiation, 
convection ; Theory of flow of fluids, air, water, steam ; 
Transmission of heat through walls, windows, doors, 
roofs, etc.; Emission of heat by radiators and pipes 
under different conditions ; Combustion of fuels, quan- 
tities of air, and temperatures attained under different 
conditions; Boilers and chimneys—the principles of 
design, construction, and economy; Distribution of 
heat, principles of water circulation, high pressure hot 
water, principles of steam circulation; Application of 
the theory of the flow of water and steam in pipes to 
the determination of pipe sizes, (a) natural circulation, 
(b) forced circulation ; Description of the various sys- 
tems of forced circulation and the calculations for 
them; Heating by warm air, stoves, fireplaces, gas, 
and electricity. 

The lectures will be followed by a course of in- 
struction in the laboratory (Z2), where each student 
will make experiments on the testing installations un- 
der the guidance of the lecturer. 

First AnD Seconp Terms: Lectures: Wednesday, 
7 p. m., beginning on October 14th. Labcratory 
course: Wednesday, 8p. m.to 10 p.m. Fee: £1 11s. 
6d. 

Zz. Laboratory Course. The laboratory is open 
daily, and courses of instruction will be specially ar- 
ranged to suit students. Visits will be made to in- 
spect installations in the neighborhood of London, if 


a sufficient number of students enter for the course. 
Fee: One day a week; Session £5 5s.; term, £2 2s. 

At. Experimental Research for those students 
competent to undertake original work under the direc- 
tion of the lecturer. This work will continue through- 
out the session. 

Students admitted to this course will pay a registra- 
tion fee of one guinea and a term fee not exceeding 
three guineas a term. (The latter will vary according 
to the amount of time and work.) 

A2. Drawing Office: The work in the Drawing 
Office will include the preparation of compete schemes 
for the heating and ventilation of large buildings. Stu- 
dents will be required to make complete calculations 
and take out quantities, price them, and generally to 
do the whole of the work necessary for the prepara- 
tion of a high-class tender for the work. All students 
studying the subject should devote at least two days a 
week to drawing office work throughout the second 
and third terms. 

Students taking the full course in Heating and 
Ventilating Engineering will be required to translate 
selected papers from French and German into Fnglish. 
Students who have not already a good knowledge of 
French and German should attend courses in the de- 
partments of French and German, so as to be able to 
read those languages with ease. 

At the end of the second term, a Continental tour 
will be arranged to inspect important installations of 
heating and ventilation provided not less than twelve 
students apply to the lecturer before March 2oth, 1915. 
The tour will be under guidance of the lecturer, to 
whom application for further particulars should be 
made. The fee for the tour, including all necessary 
expenses, will not exceed twelve guineas. 

DrpLoMaA IN HEATING AND VENTILATING 
ENGINEERING. 

The curriculum for the first and second years’ course 
for the diploma in Heating and Ventilating Engineer- 
ing is identical with that for the diploma in Mechan- 
ical Engineering, except that for the diploma in Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Engineering students take in addi- 
tion Building Construction in the second year, and 
special drawing instead of Graphic Z. 

The curriculum for the third year is as follows: 

Engineering drawing and design Z A 1, 2 A 2 
(pages 25, 26). 

Senior engineering Z A (page 24). 

Electrical engineering (page 33). 

Mechanical engineering laboratory and special lab- 
oratory work (page 26). 

Hygiene (page 44). 

Heating and ventilating Z1, Z2, Z3 (page 32). 

Graphics Z A (page 29). 

The final examination for the engineering «iploma 
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in Heating and Ventilating Engineering will he held 
in the following subjects: 

(1) Applied mathematics and mechanics; (2)

ERS EFFECT OF CUT PRICE 
COMPETITION. 

The Curtis Publishing Company, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, publishers of Saturday Evening Post, 
Ladies’ Home Journal and The Country Gentleman, 
have done a great deal toward increasing the efficiency 
of advertising, as well as improving the standing of 

established trade-marked lines. 

Recently the company has started a series of full 
page “editorial” advertisements which are being pub- 
lished in their publications, for the purpose of show- 
ing to the consumer the false economy of the socalled 
“cut price stores,” 

It is pointed out in these announcements that the 
“cut price stores” do not buy the standardized, trade- 
marked articles which they use for bait, at prices 
which make it possible to retail them profitably at the 
figure quoted in their advertisernents, and that there- 
fore these stores must exact a higher profit on other 
goods with the value of which the consumer is not 
familiar. 

The following “editorial” advertisement which is 
quoted from the Saturday Evening Post brings out, 
in a very clear manner, this important point, which 
the hardware retailer may use to good advantage 
when the matter of mail order competition comes up 
with a customer: 

ONE PRICE TO ALL. 





Years ago, A. T. Stewart pioneered a new and startling 
idea_in retail store keeping—to give every customer in his 
storé the same price for the same article. 

Before that, shopping was like “horse-trading.” Goods 
were marked up to make allowance for “beating down.” The 
timid and the tongue-tied paid the high price, and the clever 
hagglers got the benefit. 

The “one-price” system ended all that. Today it is the 
accepted basis of American retailing. The public recognizes 
its great advantages. 

But there is one link missing. 

When you buy in a certain store, you can feel confident 
that you are buying just as cheaply as every other customer 
in that store. 

But you cannot be sure that somewhere else, in another 
store just around the corner, some one else is not buying the 
same goods at a lower price—even though the article may 
have a standard, well-known price. 

The national manufacturer establishes a price for his 
trade-marked goods—a price that is generally driven down 
to rock-bottom by his competition. He puts the price on his 
package. He shows it in his advertising. He then asks the 
retail store to sell to all customers for that price. 

The average reputable merchant does so. Because the 
price has been advertised, he cannot sell any higher. And 
because the manufacturer, who wants large sales, has set the 
price just as low as stores can afford to handle it, the mer- 
chant does not want to sell it for any less. 

But here and there a price-cutting store springs up. The 
price-cutter has to make profits just like any other store. But 
he tries to make an impression on the public by selling this 
well-known, advertised article very cheaply. He sacrifices 
his profits on a few dozen sales, charges it off as “store adver- 
tising,” and makes up the loss somewhere else. 

The steady-price stores which give customers a fair, all- 
the-year-round level of prices on all goods, cannot meet 
this kind of competition—they either give up carrying the 
cut-price lines altogether, or else take an undeserved reputa- 
tion for being “high.” 

And then when the competition is gone, the cut-price is 
no longer effective, so prices go up again, and the consumer 
pays as much as before. : 

Thus unfair price-cutting injures the reliable merchant 
who is interested in the welfare of his community and who 
is honestly serving its best interests, and tends to draw 
patronage to stores which in the main are not so valuable to 
the buying public. : 

And the public suffers, as it always does when competi- 
tion is killed.

PATTERNS FOR ‘“T’’? ON A TAPER. 





By O. W. KoruHe. 

In all piping systems where the main section line 
must be proportioned to suit the amount of air pass- 
ing through the different branch pipes it is necessary 
to place a taper at each point where a branch pipe is 
inserted. This branch pipe or “T” should be on an

line a-A as shown. With dividers pick the width of 
lines from line 1-7 in “A” and place them as A-2-3-4. 
From these points erect lines indefinitely, and with 
dividers set to center of A and each of the points 
just established in line a-A sweep arcs to vertical 
lines of similar number. Trace the oval shaped curve 
through these points and you have the half view of 
opening in looking in the end. Now again from these

acute angle of not less than 45 degrees, and should be 
placed as near the large end of taper as possible to 
permit full volume of air to flow. 

When laying out this fitting first draw the half ele- 
vation of taper to the desired size and then draw the 
elevation of branch with half section “A” to its 
proper size and angle, after which divide it into any 
number of equal spaces. From these points extend 


lines parallel with center line 4-4” indefinitely. Next 
describe the quarter end view. and from points 
I-2’-3’-4’, etc., in elevation project over points to 





on a Taper. 


points in mitre line of plan project over points cut- 
ting lines in elevation having similar number as in 
points 1-2”-3”-4”, etc. Through these points trace 
your line and you have the true mitre line between 
branch and taper. To lay out the pattern for branch 
extend the line 1-7 of elevation and measure off the 
stretch-out on it. Divide this line into as many equal 
spaces as there are in half section “A,” and from 
these points project stretch-out lines indefinitely. 
Then from all points in mitre line in elevation project 
points at right angles in stretch-out thus cutting lines 
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having similar number. This gives you the half pat- 
tern for branch. 

Should it be the desire to lay out the opening for 
taper then describe the arcs for both ends of taper 
by extending the side lines to the apex X and from 
this apex sweep the arcs. Next through the points in 
mitre line of end view draw the radial lines from 
point A thus establishing points b-c-d, etc. With 
dividers pick these distances separately and step them 
off in numerical order in pattern as a-b-c-d- e-f. 
Now from these points draw radial lines to the apex 
X, and with dividers pick the distances a-7 from ele- 
vation and set it as a-7 in pattern, next pick the dis- 
tance a-a’ from elevation and set it as a-a’ in pattern. 
In like manner pick the“distance a-b from elevation 
and set it as b-b’ in pattern; next pick the distance 
a-c from elevation and set it as c-c’ in pattern. Con- 
tinue in this way until point f’ is established; then

elevation and then the plan to conform with the eleva- 
tion; however, in this case it is not necessary and is 
drawn only to show the height—and at both bases are 
parallel. 

To obtain the true length of triangular lines in plan 
draw two lines at right angles to one another as O-P-4, 
and making the length O-B equal to the height of ele- 
vation. With dividers pick the triangular lines from 
plan as, A-1; A-2; A-3; A-4, and also B-5; B-6; b-7. 
and set them over on a horizontal line from point P 
in diagram. Number your points as you transfer 
them to avoid confusion. 

Next pick the seam lines as F-1 and E-7 from plan 
and set them over in diagram as B-F and B-E. By 
drawing lines from these points to the height of O 
you have the true lengths to develop the pattern. 

To develop the pattern draw a line equal to one of 
the sides as A-B in plan as shown by A-B in pattern.

It often happens that a transition piece must be 
made as a connection between a square and round 
pipe and very often they are not exactly over center, 
and in such cases the method as shown in this draw- 
ing can be applied. First, draw a rectangle of plan 
A-B-C-D, from its center strike the circle in proper 
size and divide a half of it in any number of equal 
spaces, as from 1 to 7 in this case. From points 
[-2-3-4 draw lines to corner A, and from points 7-6-5-4 
draw lines to corner of B thus dividing the surface of 
plan into triangles. 

Sometimes it is more convenient to first draw the 








Next set dividers or trammel points equal to the line 
O-4, and using A in pattern as center—strike arc as 
at 4; next pick the height O-B from diagram and 
using B in pattern as center—cross arcs in point 4 as 
shown. Set another pair of dividers equal to one of 
the spaces as I-2 in plan and using point 4 in pattern 
as center—strike small arcs 3 and 5 as shown. 


Next pick line O-3 from diagram and using A in 
pattern as center—cross arcs in point 3; then pick line 
O-5 from diagram and using B in pattern as center 
cross arcs in point 5. Now strike arcs 2 and 6 in the 
same way and continue with development as above 
explained until points 1 and 7 are established. 

Set dividers equal to the space of half the width of 
rectangle as A-F in plan and using A and B in pat- 
tern as center strike small arcs as at F and E. Pick 
line O-F from diagram and using point 1 in pattern 
as center—cross arcs in point F; next pick line O-E 
from diagram and using point 7 in pattern as center 
cross arcs in E as shown. Now connect all points 
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where arcs cross with lines; allow laps for seaming 
or riveting and the half pattern for transition piece 
is finished. 


BROAD SCOPE OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 
PLANNED BY APPRENTICE COMMITTEE 
' OF NATIONAL SHEET METAL CON- 
TRACTORS’ ASSOCIATION. 








In the following letter from President P. F. Brand- 
stedt of the National Sheet Metal Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation, he calls attention to the plan which has been 
worked out by the Apprenticeship Committee, and ex- 
horts every member of the National Association and 
all other sheet metal contractors to give their support 
toward the successful operation of the plan. 

Mr. Brandstedt’s letter follows: 

AMERICAN ARTISAN, Chicago, Illinois. 

I am writing this letter to you in the interest of our 
apprenticeship question. 

The Apprenticeship Committee of The National 
Association of Sheet Metal Contractors, composed of 
hard, earnest thinking men, who have given this ques- 
tion a great deal of serious thought and study, have 
worked up a plan that deserves the support of every 
firm in the country. 

Their sole aim and purpose is to improve the condi- 
tion of the labor market by improving both the quality 
and the quantity of our sheet metal mechanics. Our 
supply now is far short of the demand, not so much in 
numbers but in ability. The time is not far off when 
this will react on the sheet metal industry. 

The sheet metal trade is one, which requires more 
intelligence, more study and more planning than anv 
other trade in the building. What is more, our trade 
at this time has a very bright future due to the adapta- 
bility of sheet metal for most any class of work or use 
to which it may be put. 

This we must first grasp and appreciate. Our trade 
is still in its infancy and as time goes on the demand 
on us will be greater than ever. The call for good 
workmen, who can fulfill the exacting requirements 
made of them will be more numerous. Then more 
than now will we face the situation of not being able 
to supply the commercial world with what it wants. 
In consequence the demand will turn to factories and 
specialty makers who will grab the business. This 
then will be a loss to both the masters and the me- 
chanics. 

So much for the business which is developing. As 
to our supply of mechanics I want to say we are not 
replacing what we are consuming, to say nothing of 
the growing trade. If you will look around you in 
the various shops you will find that a large propor- 
tion of our mechanics was supplied by Europe and 
this class of men is of the highest order. Are we 
going to depend on Europe for this supply; do we 
know it will continue; or ought we develop our own 
mechanics ? 

The answer to this question may be found in the 
plan as laid down by our Apprenticeship Committee 
and I do most earnestly appeal to all sheet metal men, 
in or out of the National Association, to study the sit- 
uation and act on it in the spirit that as our business 
grows we must grow with it. 


Look ahead and see that we are prepared to supply 
the trade with its wants. Have the tools and the men 
ready so when the opportunity arrives we will be in a 
position to fill the demand made upon us. 

This is not a light nor passing problem but one of 
such utmost importance that the masters should grasp 
it and make a serious effort to improve this condition, 
To do this will mean a satisfied public which has re- 
ceived efficient service.

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WEEKLY REPORT 
OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS 








SHIPMENTS TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES ONLY 
BRIGHT SPOT OF PRESENT SITUATION 
IN THE METAL MARKET. 





The past week has been one of marked dullness 
in all lines except in wire plants and certain mills 
making special products. The only bright spot of 
the present situation is the fact that there has been an 
increase in shipments to, as well as in orders from, 
foreign countries. 

For the future, however, there are signs which indi- 
cate an important change for the better within a com- 
paratively short time. During the week New York 
has quoted mercantile paper at 6% to 7 percent, 
which is the first shading in the rate since the war 
began. Chicago bankers also say that there is a 
slightly easier tendency perceptible although the de- 
mand for money continues very persistently which 
naturally has the effect of stiffening loan rates. 

Another encouraging sign is that bond dealers are 
reporting an easier market, and more ready acceptance 
of industrial bonds. In Chicago, however, there seems 
to be some difficulty in raising money for structural 
work and this naturally has some influence upon the 
business done by the mills making structural iron and 
steel. 

The fact that many industrial enterprises during the 
past couple of weeks have added to their operating 
forces and that others have announced that increased 
activity will be begun within a short time is having 
its effect upon the buying of retailers who are be- 
ginning to take a more cheerful view of the situation 
than was the case a few weeks ago. 

A circumstance of importance is the announcement 
that the federal reserve banks of New York, Chicago, 
and St. Louis are to be opened before October 15th, 
which is likely to mean an easening of the money 
market in these centers at least. 





STEEL. 

The Pittsburgh district reports a moderately steady 
sentiment of the market, with the regular basis of 
$1.20 being asked for structural shapes and plates, 
but there are cases mentioned in which mills in ad- 
jacent parts have sold for less. In Chicago, the lead- 
ing interests report that inquiry for structural steel 
has been somewhat heavier than for several weeks 
past but it is not at all certain that these inquiries will 
lead to actual business. The fact that Chicago banks 
are not willing to loan money for building construc- 
tion naturally tends to retard orders for structural 
shapes and plates. Some of the mills which had shut 
down their plants because of lack of orders have re- 
sumed operations again which would naturally indicate 
that some orders are being placed which are not given 
out for publication. 


COPPER. 

The copper market is weak and the leading selling 
agencies as well as the producers are now taking or- 
ders on the basis of $11.75 for electrolytic on thirty 
days delivery. Second sellers continue to shade this 
price and considerable quantities are being offered at 
$11.65 to $11.75, thirty days delivery. Even $11.50 
is known to have been accepted for electrolytic which 
is the lowest price recorded since 1902. The Chicago 
basis. for copper sheets is 17 cents, which is one hali 
cent lower than the price quoted October first. The 
fact that the British government has seized American 
copper bound for Rotterdam on the ground that this 
copper was destined for consumption in Germany, was 
thought to be of greater importance than it really is. 
It has, however, resulted in a definite understanding 
between Secretary of State Bryan and Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British ambassador, that American 
copper shipments to neutral countries, governed by an 
understanding between shipper and consignee that 
they are for domestic use in the receiving country, will 
not be molested by British ships. Secretary Bryan 
has taken steps to secure a guaranty from Holland, 
Italy, Spain, Norway, Sweden, Denmark and Switzer- 
land that copper shipped from the United States to 
those countries shall not be exported to Germany. 





LEAD. 

A drop of 15 cents from the price announced Octo- 
ber 3rd is reported so that the new quotation in New 
York is $3.60. This is a reduction of 55 cents since 
January 1, 1914. The Chicago price has gone down 
in sympathy with the New York quotation and pig 
lead is now quoted at $3.90 while bar lead is offered 
at $4.40. 

TIN. 

There is less tin afloat to this country than has been 
reported for sometime and this naturally had a ten- 
dency to hold prices fairly stiff during the early part 
of the week. With a lessened demand the market 
weakened somewhat during the last couple of days 
and spot is quoted at $30.75 with November and De- 
cember deliveries offered at $30.50. In Chicago there 
is no change reported, pig tin being quoted at $35.00 
and bar tin, $36.00. Solder went down one half cent 
the new prices being: XXX Guaranteed, 4% & %, 
20% cents; Commercial % & '%, 1834 cents; No. 1 
Plumbers, 1634 cents. 


TIN PLATE. 

“There has been a reduction of 25 cents in the basic 
price of tin plate during the week. This is due to the 
fact that the mills have caught up with the extra busi- 
ness due to the war and also of course, due to the now 
fairly normal condition of the pig tin market. Mills 
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do not look for any unusually heavy business between 
now and January I, I9QI5, and the prices which are 
announced at this time are not to be indicative of 
what will be the ruling quotation when the time comes 
for placing orders for 1915 delivery. The new price 
on 14x20 bright plates, f. o. b. Chicago are I. C., $6.90; 


IX, $7.65; IXX, $8.45; IXXX, $9.25; IXXXX, 


$10.10. 


WIRE. 

It is said France has placed an order for 500,- 
ooo reels of barb wire with two of the wire mills 
in the Pittsburgh district. Other mills are also re- 
ported to be busier than usual operating at 80 to 85 
percent capacity. The prevailing prices for shipment 
to foreign countries are at the maximum figure for do- 
mestic consumption, or somewhat above this figure. 
Indications are that prices will be maintained at the 
present rate through the fourth quarter unless unfore- 
seen conditions should arrive. The Pittsburgh basis 
remains unchanged at $1.60 for wire nails and $1.40 
for plain fence wire, $1.80 for galvanized fence wire 
and $2.00 for galvanized barb wire. 


SHEETS. 

The weakness in the sheet market has finally cul- 
minated in a drop of 30 cents on galvanized sheets, 
the new Chicago warehouse price basis being $3.35 
for 28 gauge galvanized. The explanation given is 
that this drop is due to the low price on spelter. Other 
grades of steel sheets are fairly firm, at least no 
changes have been reported except on one pass cold 
rolled black sheets on which the warehouse price of 
$2.35 is made for 28 gauge. Some of the larger man- 
ufacturers of steel sheets in the Pittsburgh district 
report that September shipments exceed those of the 
preceding months although specifications against con- 
tracts fell off. The order which was expected for 
100,000 tons of galvanized sheets for barracks for 
3ritish troops is not likely to materialize although it 
is suggested by some in touch with the inquiry that 
the semi finished material will be supplied by Amer- 
ican mills, 


SPELTER. 

The St. Louis spelter market continues dull with 
the natural effect of a weakening of the price. Al- 
though some of the spelter manufacturers are trying 
to maintain the five cent level, there are enough who 
are willing to take less to make it probable that the 
price will go at least to $4.80. The New York quota- 
tion is $4.90 to $5.00 for prompt delivery with $5.25 
for retail lots. The Chicago quotation is 5% cents 
per pound for small quantities. 

COKE. 

The coke market has weakened somewhat during 
the past few weeks due to the fact that shipments 
from the Connellsville regions have fallen down. The 
last week in September shows shipments of less than 
250,000 tons, which is the smallest total for a week 
in over a year. There are those among the producers, 
however, who are not satisfied with prices offered and 
refuse to sell at the prevailing “maximum.” Certain 
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large consumers have opened tentative negotiations 
for future requirements and are offering long term 
contracts but there is no trace of any sales resulting 
from these negotiations. 


PIG IRON. 

The past week has followed the week previous as 
being named “the dullest week in pig iron.” The 
only record to report is that some merchant blast fur- 
naces in the Chicago district have been closed down 
because of lack of new orders and it is believed that 
further curtailment will take place in a short time. 
There is practically no inquiry, such little new busi- 
ness as there is being for small tonnages and immedi- 
ate shipment to fill unexpected needs. Under the cir- 
cumstances, there is no incentive for changing prices 
up or down and quotations remain as reported October 
3rd. In Pittsburgh, the situation is practically at a 
standstill although some of the more important dealers 
report that some consumers whose stocks are low 
have opened negotiations for future tonnages but it is 
not known when definite action will be taken. 

The situation as to Southern pig iron is somewhat 
uncertain because of the unequal rates published by the 
Southern railroads under the decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and only a small quantity of 
Southern iron is moving from the South to Chicago. 
Birmingham prices remain steady at $10.00 to $10.25

Matthew Addy and Company’s Market Report, 


Cincinnati, Ohio, October 10, 1914: 

Pig iron furnaces have had so few orders recently that if 
the matter were not so serious it would be ridiculous. Buying 
has shrunk almost to the vanishing point. To the casual 
observer it would seem as if the consumers of iron had gone 
on a strike. An exactly similar condition is unprecedented. 
The fact of the matter is that melters of iron are so timid 
that they are afraid to take a chance, fearful if they buy 
today that tomorrow either prices will be lower or else that 
thev will have no need of the iron. In the meantime the 
foundries are using up the iron in their yards or the iron on 
old orders. The very intensity of this stoppage of purchasing 
indicates that it cannot last long. Some iron is being melted 
for the foundries are at least on a basis of thirty to fifty 
per cent capacity, and the day will come presently when they 
will have to purchase; and the longer this period of quiet 
lasts the sharper will be the reaction. 

It is impossible to find any cheerful points in the situa- 
tion save and except the general optimism as regards the 
future. We are now in the season when as a rule the iron 
trade is most active. This year is dull beyond description, and 
1914 promises to make all kinds of minimum records. It’s 
only maximum records will be in disappointment and losses. 
The trouble in the iron trade began with the free trade tariff 
which was a blow beneath the belt and then the war has 


further complicated matters.
